Speedway Wins Election Battle

Science Today 
Helping Patients 


By WILLIAM SILBERG 
TRENTON. Mich. (UPI) — They gather 
here every Sunday afternoon, in a park a 
few’ miles downriver from Detroit, to do 
what many others do — jog — a mile, 
maybe two, maybe more. Their nurses and 
cardiologist are right behind them. 
These joggers belong to a unique group of 
35 people, aged 31 to 70, who meet here once 
a week. All have some form of what Dr. 
Joseph Rogers, the cardiologist who brought 
them together, calls “proven heart disease." 
A handful, who jog up to two-an-a-half miles a 
week, have had heart attacks or open heart 
surgery. 
Rogers says he formed the “Downriver 
Treadmill Team" last spring in an effort to, 
as he likes to put it, help his patients do 
something more for themselves. 
"You can practice c o n v e n t i o n a l 
medicine,” the 31-yearold cardiologist says, 
“but after a while you want to do something 
more. After a while you just get frustrated. 
There’s only a certain number of things 
modern cardiology can do.” 
In addition to Rogers and his patients, the 
runners 
include 
other 
trained 
medical 
personnel, all volunteers, who can help out 
in case anyone runs into trouble. Medication 
and oxygen are at hand. But Rogers says 
they have not been used yet. 
Not all of those who gather with Rogers 
have had heart attacks or surgery, and not 
all of them jog. Many have various stages of 
heart disease. Some only walk But they are 
all exercising, based upon what they can, 
and want, to do. 
“ It s an individualized program, based on 
a treadmill examination,” • Rogers says. 
"They should have something tailored to 
their 
individual 
abilities 
The 
m o s t 
successful programs are those which are 
individualized." 
Lighter Side 


"There is still a question as to whether it 
lengthens their life,” he adds. "But there is 
no question that it has improved the quality 
of their lives. It improves their whole 
personality and their whole lifestyle. They 
undertake more activity. They are more 
motivated ” 
"They just feel so much better," he says 
enthusiastically. 
The Sunday gatherings are just a part of 
what 
Rogers 
describes 
as 
an 
overall 
program to have the patients themselves 
deal with heart disease. 
"The patients’ families are being trained 
in cardiovascular 
resu scitatio n ,” 
the 
cardiologist notes. "We do diet counseling 
and 
set 
up 
exercise 
p ro g ram s.” 
The 
program 
helps 
cut 
away 
the 
hopelessness Rogers say*; he sees in many 
victims of heart disease. He says many 
cardiac patients, frightened by what they 
think they know about this number one killer 
of Americans, but not really understanding 
what can and should be done, actually give 
up hope. 
In his patients, Rogers says, he sees 
something entirely different 
“The patients are a unique group These 
people are helping themselves. 
They’ve 
stopped smoking on their own, they’ve cut 
down on salt, they've lost weight. They want 
to go back to work " 
"It s rem arkable,” Rogers says, "that 
people who couldn’t walk around the block a 
month ago without getting tired are walking 
a half-mile to a mile within a month " 
Those participating in the program are 
carefully monitored Their c h o l e s t e r o l 
counts, standing heart rates, weight, and 
activity are measured every week Rogers 
says he plans eventually to put together a 
research paper on the program

We have leaders from all walks of life. Their experience 
ranges from I to 29 years. Most of them have been in 4-H, but 
som e have not. Others have experienced 4-H thru their children 
either as past or present 4-H’ers. Some are long tim e residents 
of Rush County; others are newcom ers. 
The occupations of our leaders include farm ers, housewives, 
agricultural teacher, grade school principal, kindergarten and 
elem entary teachers, home ec teachers, factory workers, 
photographer and others. Basically, they enjoy working with 
youth and want to help them “ to m ake the best b e tter.” 
Our twenty-four m en township leaders have combined ex­ 
perience of 249 years.

Loan Rates To Increase 


Inform ation 
has 
been 
received that per bushel rates 
for 1976 commodity loans will be 
in creased im m ed iately . Dan 
Whaley, Director of the Rush 
County ASCS Office announced 
that new loan rates for wheat, 
corn, grain sorghum, barley, 
rye and oats are now in effect 
for the 1976 crop year. Corn loan 
rates have been raised from 
$1.27 to $1.52 per bushel; grain 
sorghum from $2.02 to $2 42 and 
wheat from $1.52 to $2.27 per 
bushel. 
Although the rate was not 
increased soybean loans remain 
available at $2.52 per bushel. 
Whaley said interest rates on 
commodity loans will remain at 
7*2 per cent thru March of 1977 
providing tarm ers with low cost 
money for current needs while 
riding out trad itio n ally low 


harvest tim e prices. 
Loans are available by con­ 
tacting the ASCS office and 
certify in g the q u antity and 
quality of grain stored on the 
farm 
or 
by 
sub m ittin g 
a 
w arehouse receipt from an 
approved warehouse. Whaley 
noted that in addition to the low 
interest rate, loans are of the 
anniversary type and do not 
m ature until the last day of the 
lith month following disbur­ 
sement.

Check Double 
Cropped Beans 


Farm ers who double cropped 
soybeans last sum m er should 
check their crop now, suggest 
P u rd u e U n iversity extension 
agronomists Marvin Swearingin 
and Kim Polizotto. 
If the pods are well filled and 
the leaves are beginning to 
yellow , they are physiologically 
m ature and should dry down for 
late October harvest 
However, if the leaves are still 
green and pods only half or less 
filled, chances are slight they 
will m ature This means green, 
light and sm all soybeans of low 
quality. 
The agronom ists suggest, as 
an alternative to combining the 
low quality crop, harvesting it 
for hay 
This can 
be done 
anytim e from the beginning of 
pod form ation until leaves begin 
to drop 
Best quality hay results when 
beans are about half developed; 
at this stage the hay will contain 
about 50 per cent leaves As the 
plants m ature further stem s 
become woody 
Since soybeans have thick 
stem s they do not cure as easily 
as alfalfa or clover and should 
be crim ped if possible When cut 
with a mower, allow the crop to 
rem ain in the swath a day or two 
until wilted.
